"I always regarded him as an en- 


,husiastically brave and patriotic 
fficer; never in any other way," re- 
plied the witness. 


Captain Cook also testified that he 


[Cook) gave the order for the Brook- 
yn's loop at the naval battle of San- 
iago and that he considered the 
movement eminently successful. 


At 3:30 o'clock the government 


rested in the Schley court of inquiry, 
:nd Nunez, the Cuban pilot, was the 
first witness called by counsel for Ad- 
miral Schley, 
CAPTAIN COOK FIRST WITNESS. 


Capt Francis A. Cook was the first 


new witness called before the court 
of inquiry today. 


He was called by the navy depart- 


ment, but as he also is on Admiral 
Schley's list of witnesses, he was con- 
sidered like Lieutenant Commander 
BCodgson and Lieutenant Doyle, as a 
witness for both sides of the contro- 
versy. 


During the war with Spain Captain 


Cook was commander of the flagship 
Brooklyn and also Admiral Schley's 
chief of staff, 'ius occupying the 
same position to Admiral Schley 
that Captain Chadwick occupied to 
Admiral Sampson. 
His appearance 


on the stand, therefore, created con- 
siderable interest, andTiis testimony 
was listened to attentively. 


Otfher witnesses summoned by the 


department for the day were Lieuten- 
ant Commander "William F. Fullam, 
who was on the New Orleans during 
the Santiago campaign, and Lieut. 
Joseph Beale, who was on the scout 
ship Harvard and who volunteered to 


ashore and ascertain whether the 


Spanish fleet under Cevera was ir. 
the harbor of Santiago. 


These are the last witnesses which 


Judge Advocate Lemly expects to call 
for the present and when, they shall 
have completed their testimony he 
will "rest." 


A number of Admiral Schley's 


witnesses were in attendance about 
the court room today. It is expected 
that his first witness will be Lieuten- 
ant Pilot Nunez, and that he will be 
followed by Commander Mason, who 
was executive officer on board the 
Brooklyn during the Santiago cam- 
paign; Lieutenant Commander Grif- 
fin and Lieutenants ^IcCaulley and 
Webster. 


All of these were present in the 


court room before the beginning of 
the day's proceedings. 


WITNESSES RECALLED. 


The first of the witnesses recalled 


for the correction of testimony was 
Lieutenant 
Commander Staunton, 


formerly of the New York, who made 
an addition to his statement as to 
the first news he received from Cap- 
tain Allen at Key West on May 20 
concerning the presence of the Span- 
ish fleet at Santiago. 
The addition 


was as follows: 


"The information obtained at that 


time from Captain Allen and report- 
ed to the commander-in-chief some 
time near noon was not considered 
sufficient at that time to cause a 
change in the plan that had already 
been adopted*" 


Captain F. E. Chadwick also ra- 


turned to the stand for the purpose 
of correcting his former evidence. 


After previous witnesses had cor 


rected their testimony Captain Cook 
was called. He was questioned by 
Mr. Hanna, nnd responded in clea: 
and distinct tones. 
He said he had 


been at Key West on May 19. 


"What information did you have a 


that time concerning the where 
abouts of Cervera's fleet?" asked Me 
Hanna. 


MERELY IMPRESSIONS. 


"My Impressions now are simply 


from rumor, that they had left th 


Canary islands and a part of them 
had been sighted at Martinique, and 
from insular information, or per- 
haps information, sent by the Har- 
vard, that they had gone to Curacoa. 
That is all from impression." 


Giving the reasons for the de- 


parture of the flying squadron for 
Cienfuegos, Captain Cook said the 
squadron had been sent to that port 
"to intercept and meet the Spanish 
squadron, it having been determined 
as we believed at that time by them 
to make Cienfuegos their objective 
point." 


He had understood that the Span- 


ish fleet carried munitions of war for 
Havana, and it was believed that 
they would go to Cienfuegos, because 
of its accessibility to Havana. 


Captain Cook detailed a conversa- 


tion between Commodore Schley and 
Captain Chester while the squadron 
was en route to Cienfutgos. 


He said there had been talk be- 


tween them about coaling on thp 
southern coast of Cuba. 


"The only thing I recollect," he 


said, "was that Commodore Schley 
questioned Captain 
Chester very 


closely as to the facilities for coaling 
ships on the south side of Cuba. 


"Do you know what information 


was received?" 


CONSULTED A CHART,

since morning," said Dr. Drayer,

serious nature of the disease, he was 
doing very well. At 9 o'clock this 
morning the pulse was 02, and tem- 
perature 102 1-5. 
He is somewhat 


restless and slightly inclined to de- 
Mum at times. There has been no 
hemorrhage since Saturday night." 


Asked as to how soon the crisis in 


the disease was likely to be reached, 
Dr. Drayer replied: 


"I should regard Mr. Robinson as 


n danger for another week yet." 
It was late Saturday night that the 


condition of the patient took a turn 
for the worse, marked by one or two 
complications that added to J-he sjr-* 
iousness of the case. There was at 
that time a hemorrhage from tfio 
bowels, but it was not especially ex^ 
tensive, and as indicated by Dr- 
Drayer's statement today there has 
been no indication of a recurrence of 
this rtouble as yet. He passed a fair- 
ly good day Sunday and in the even- 
ng his condition, was more encourag- 
ing. Dr. M. F. Porter was in consul- 
tation with Dr. Drayer in the case 
Sunday.

Sun- 
day morning the switching crews hacL 
tv/o wrecks at the east yards, three 
cars in each case being derailed. 
Yesterday several cars in train 65 
left the rails at the cross-over tracks:

Yesterday 
afternoon six cars were "cornered" at 
the oast yards and four of them were 
thrown from the rails. 
At all of 


these wrecks the wreck crew was 
called out and the men wore almost 
constantly in service from Friday 
noon up to 5:30 o'clock last evening. 
At that hour they cleared the tracks 
at the bridge, the carpenters finished 
repairs on the same and the soiuh 
track, which had been blocked since 
the accident to No. 70, was opened 
for traffic. This morning the wreck 
crew went to Warsaw to prepare t 
damaged cars for the trip to tnc 
shops in this city and it is hoped that 
this will be the last trip en account of 
wrecks for awhile at least.

WANTS TO GKOW TOBACCO. 


For several years past the Japanese 


government has been conducting ex- 
periments in tobacco culture, not only

cess* 
It is the purpose of the mi- 


kado's government to obtain, if possi- 
ble, a home-grown leaf of such excel- 
ence that the importation may be 
done away with of Americ'an, Turk- 
.sh, Egyptian and other foreign to- 
baccos, which importation has shown 
a veiy marked 
increase in recent 


fears. 


The Japanese diet having been in- 


duced to grant an appropriation, two 
tobacco farms of two acres each "were 
established in. different prefectures:. 
The assistance of foreign experts was 
also secured, Dr. Jones, an American, 
being engaged to give instruction in 
cultivating the 'leaf, and Dr. I/ey- 
tnann, a German, 
undertaking to 


teach the subsequent processes of 
curing and manufacture. 


The report of the department of 


agriculture and commerce says that 
it is now possible to speak with cer- 
tainty about the first results of these 
experiments and that, although it is 
still doubtful wh&ther tobacco fit to 
compete with that 
of Turkey or 


Egypt v/ill be obtained, there can no 
longer be any 
question that leaf 


equal to the American will be grown. 


Dr. Tcymann's methods have not 


yet been fully tried, but the pro- 
cesses indicated by Dr. Jones were 
found to be remarkably economical 
and successful. 
The only doubt is 


whether the foreign seed may not ul- 
timately deteriorate in Japanese soil. 
That has hitherto been the experience 
with ner.rly all foreign seeds and 
plants in the empire. 


STATE IS SLIPPING AWAY. 


It is the opinion of some of the sci- 


entists connected with the geological 
bureau at Washington that the state 
cf Montana is slowly creeping into 
Idaho and Wyoming. The evidence 
of the fact, however, is not sufficient 
strong to cause alarm in 'any of the 
three states. 
Still, for several years 


it lias been known that there is sojne 
trouble with Montana's foundations, 
which arc slipping and leaving evi- 
dence of the fact on the surface of 
the ground. 


Railway companies have 
found 


quite plain and strange twi'sts in the 
alignment of their reads, and civil 
engineers have found "bench marks" 
changing their elevations in a con- 
fusing manner. 
Recently -these roi- 


sonably suspected movements hive 
become apparent and left cracks in 
the earth at several points in. the city 
of Butte, extending for a number of 
feet, and being in extreme oases 
twelve inches wide. 
The effect of 


this is not only to throw railways out 
of line, but to cause much more seri- 
ous damage to gas pipes and water 
mains.

lately executed by M. Benjamin Con- 
stant the great French artist painted 
the ribbon of the Order of the Garter 
of a wrong color, says the London 
Mail, and the artist is much cha- 
grined by the evidence of his care- 
lessness. 


Apropos of mistakes 
of artists, 


there is a landscape by a famous Eng- 
lish painter in which a rainbow is 
depicted behind the sun, and a pic- 
ture of Eden -in the gallery of the 
Gesu in Lisbon where Adam and Eve 
arc represented as watching a pro 
cession of monks. 


In the famous galleries at Antwerp 


are certain pictures by old masters 
in which tho jumble of ideas is as 
remarkable as the technique is fine. 
In one picture of heaven the arch- 
angels arc armed with bows and ar- 
rows, and in a painting of the "Mur- 
der of the Innocents" the massacre 
is represented as taking place in a 
city of Holland. The parents of the 
children arc stout burghers, 
the 


Roman soldiers arc Dutch policemen 
armed with muskets, and tho inno- 
cent infants are transformed 
into 


solid schoolboys in bulgy woolen 


trousers and jackets and hobnailed 
shoes. 


In. most of the great religious 


paintings, 
including those by Ba- 


phael, Murillo and Michael Angelo, 
the characters arc represented 
as 


Italian and Spaniard rather than per- 
sons of Hebrew type. This, however, 
so far from being an anachronism or 
other exhibition of ignorance on the 
part of the artist, is rather an evi- 
dence of the devout spirit in which 
he approached his work. He gave to 
the members of the Holy Family the 
features of his own race and the garb 
of the familiar 
scenes which lay 


about him, because he took the sacred 
characters which he painted into his 
own life and made them a part of it.

GHEAT FLOOD POtTRS DOWN A 


HILLSIDE. 


Many Narrow Escapes From Drown- 


ing at East Liverpool, Ohio- 


Walls of New Basin Give Way. 


East Liverpool, Ohio, Oct. 14.—A 


large reservoir, containing 10,000,- 
000 gallons of water, burst yesterday 
and caused great damage. No lives 
were lost, but a score of people had 
narrow escapes. The money loss will 
reach probably $150,000. 


The reservoir, which is owned by 


the city and which was completed 
only a few days ago, was filled yes- 
terday morning for the first time. 
It was taxed to its utmost capacity 
when the break occurred. A gang of 
laborers was laying pipes in a ditc.i 
near the wall which gave way and 
all miraculously escaped death. The 
basin is located 500 feet above the 
pumping station, on the highest hill 
in the city. A number of houses are 
located on the hillside between the 
reservoir arid the city propsr. 


KUSH OF WATER. 


When the wall gave way the water 


shot down the incline with a mighty 
roar. The noise warned the occu- 
pants of the endangered houses, who 
rushed to a place of safety in time 
to save themselves. Several children 
were playing in a road directly in the 
pathway of the torrent, but, though 
caughet by a portion of the rushing 
water, were rescued.

MUCH DAMAGE DONE. 


Two large kilns and sheds were 


clashed to pieces, and $25,000 worth 
of ware ruined. The tracks of the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad 
were covered with thousands of tons 
of debris, and traffic is blocked. 
The 


street car line, running parallel witl1 


the railroad, suffered severely, and 
traffic on a half-mile of the track has 
been abandoned. The pumping sta- 
tion was in the direct path of the 
flood and filled with wreckage, which 
so damaged tho engines that they 
cannot be used. Several houses were 
moved from, their foundations, out- 
buildings carried away, and a numbe: 
of cars on a side track overturned. 
The loss is estimated at $100,000 to 
$150,000.

TRIAL IMPLIES NO BEPROACE. 
^ l . 


A trial in the United States navy 


must partake of one of three forms— 
a court of inquiry, a general court- 
martial or a summary court-martial. 
A court of inquiry or a general court- 
martial can be ordered only by the 
president of the United States, the 
secretary of the navy or the comman- 
der-in-chief of the American fleets on 
foreign stations. 
The form known 


as the court of inquiry is employed 
exclusively for the investigation of 
the conduct of commissioned officers, 
while the general court-martial em- 
braces investigations of the conduct 
of officers and also the trial of en- 
listed men charged with murder or 
other crimes, or serious breaches of 
discipline, such as an assault upon an 
officer. 
A summary court, which 


may be ordered at any time by the 
commanding officer of any ship or 
station, corresponds to the police 
court on shore, and deals yrith minor 
offenses of all kinds of which the en- 
listed men may be guilty. 


These threeforms have been so out- 


lined possibly as to give the impres- 
sion that each lias distinct functions, 
and yet, in reality, a court of inquiry 
is presumably merely a preliminary 
to a general court-martial. 
In a 


word, it may be said to correspond to 
a grand jury trial on shore, and just 
as a grand jury reviews the facts in 
any case brought to its attention, to 
determine whether or not the circum- 
stances make it justifiable to bring 
the person or persons implicated be- 
fore the bar of justice, so the naval 
court of inquiry insures a competent 
preliminary examination and en- 
ables an officer to present a defense 
ind, if possible, to puncture some of 
the charges made against him with- 
out having been subjected to the 
stigma of a court-martial. 


Contrary to an impression which 


has gained considerable credence, the 
mere fact of the investigation by a 
court of inquiry of the career of an 
officer or of his conduct on any par- 
ticular occasion does not of itself im- 
ply any reproach. 
Indeed, not in- 


frequently a court of inquiry is con- 
vened, as in the case of Bear Admiral 
Schley, at the special request of some 
officer who, jealous of hia good record, 
is desirous of officially settling some 
dispute or securing A formal decision 
as to his conduct upon which his- 
torians might, from ignorance or un- 
due influence, place a different con- 
struction after he had* passed away.

The trial of Perry Wood, the (iflim-

About three months ago he short- 
changed P. Archie Stuart, a travel- 
ing man for the Buckeye Engine com- 
pany, cf Sftlem, Ohio, out of $20, and

self, it is evident that the man's work 
was pretty smooth. 
Stuart discov- 


ered that he had been conndcnced 
just as liis train was starting west 
on the Pennsylvania road. He per-

BIG 
RESERVOIR 


GREAT FLOOD POURS DOWN A 


HILLSIDE. 


Many Narrow Escapes From Drown- 


ing at East Liverpool, Ohio- 


Walls of New Basin Give Way. 


East Liverpool, Ohio, Oct. 14.—A 


large reservoir, containing 10,000,- 
000 gallons of water, burst yesterday 
and caused great damage. No lives 
were lost, but a score of people had 
narrow escapes. The money loss will 
reach probably $150,000. 


The reservoir, which is owned by 


the city and which, was completed 
only a few days ago, was filled yes- 
terday morning for the first time. 
It was taxed to its utmost capacity 
when the break occurred. A gang of 
laborers was laying pipes in a ditch 
near the wall which gave way and 
all miraculously escaped death. The 
basin is located 500 feet above the 
pumping station, on the highest hill 
in the city. A number of houses are 
located on the hillside between the 
reservoir and the city proper. 


RUSH OF WATER, 


When the wall gave way the water 


shot down the incline with a mighty 
roar. The noise warned the occu- 
pants of the endangered houses, who 
rushed to a place of safety in time 
to save themselves. Several children 
were playing in a road directly in the 
pathway of the torrent, but, though 
caughet by a portion of the rushing 
water, were rescued. Dozens of large 
trees were torn from their roots and 
carried down the hillside with light- 
ning rapidity, being jammed with 
terrific force against the walls of the 
Harker Pottery company plant. The 
main building with several smaller 
structures was badly wrecked. 


MUCH DAMAGE DONE. 


Two large kilns and sheds were 


dashed to pieces, and $25,000 worth 
of ware ruined. The tracks of the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad 
were covered with thousands of tons 
of debris, and traffic is blocked. The 
street car line, running parallel with 
the railroad, suffered severely, and 
traffic on a half-mile of the track has 
been abandoned. The pumping sta- 
tion was in the direct path of the 
flood and filled with wreckage, which 
so damaged the engines that they 
cannot be used. Several houses were 
moved from their foundations, out- 
buildings cai^ried away, and a numbe: 
of cars on a side track overturned. 
The loss is estimated at $100,000 to 
8150,000.

TKIAL IMPLIES NO 


A trial la the United States navy 


must partake of one of three forms— 
a court of inquiry; a general court- 
martial or a summary court-martial. 
A court of inquiry or a. general court- 
martial can be ordered only by the 
president of the TTnited States, the 
secretary of the navy or the commnii- 
der-in-chief of the American fleets on 
foreign stations. 
The form known 


as the court of inquiry is employed 
exclusively for the investigation of 
the conduct of commissioned officers, 
while the general court-martial em- 
braces investigations of tho conduct 
of officers and also the trial of en- 
listed men charged with murder or 
other crimes, or serious breaches of 
discipline, such as an assault upon an 
officer. 
A summary court, which 


may be ordered at any time by the 
commanding officer of any ship or 
station, corresponds to the police 
court on shore, and deals with minor 
offenses of all kinds of which the en- 
listed men may be guilty. 


These threeforms have been so out- 


lined possibly as to give the impres- 
sion that each has distinct functions, 
and yet, in reality, a court of inquiry 
is presumably merely a preliminary 
to a general court-martial. 
in a 


word, it may be said to correspond to [ 
a grand jury trial on shore, and just • 
as a grand jury reviews the facts In 
any case brought to its attention, to 
determine whether or not the circum- 
stances make it justifiable to bring 
the person or persons implicated be- 
fore the bar of justice, so the naval 
court of inquiry insures a competent 
preliminary examination and 
en- 


ables an officer to present a defense 
and, if possible, to puncture some of 
the charges made against him with- 
out having been subjected to the 
stigma of a court-martial. 


Contrary to an impression which 


has gained considerable credence, the 
mere fact of the investigation by a 
court of inquiry of the career of nu 
officer or of his conduct on any par- 
ticular occasion does not of itself im- 
ply any reproach. 
Indeed, not in- 


frequently a court of inquiry is con- 
vened, as in the case of Roar Admiral 
Schley, at the special request of some 
officer who, jealous of his good record, 
is desirous of officially settling some 
dispute or securing a formal decision 
as to his conduct upon which his- 
torians might, from ignorance or un- 
due influence, place a different con- 
struction after he had passed axvay*

There is intense feeling among the

There is considerable criticism here

MOTOB CABS FOB ATJSTBIA.

He fails to study the needs and tastes 
of the foreign customer (which Tthe 


English and Germans never fail to 
do); mails **dreams-of-art'' catalogues 
to the other side of the world, instead 
of sending a live salesman; ships in 
other than American bottoms, and 
therefore pays extortionate rates; and 
allows himself to be imposed upon in 
every foreign market. Some of these 
embarrassments under present condi- 
tions he cannot obviate, but others 
are due to a self-sufficiency which was 
cultivated in a home market that 
never failed him until he produced 
more than the American people could 
consume.—Ainslee's Magazine.

roar. The noise warned the occu- 
pants of the endangered houses, who 
rushed -to a place of safety in tim? 
to save themselves.

water, were rescued. Dozens of large 
.rees were torn from their roots and 
carried down the hillside with light- 
ning rapidity, being jammed with 
:errific force against the walls of the 
Harker Pottery company plant. The 
main building with several smaller 
structures was badly wrecked.

TRIAL IMPLIES NO REPROACH 


A trial in the United States navy 


must partake of one of three forms— 
a court of inquiry, a general court- 
martial or a summary court-martial 
A court of inquiry or a, general court- 
martial can be ordered only by the 
president of the United States, the 
secretary of the navy or the comman- 
der-iu-chief of the American fleets 01 
foreign stations. 
The form known 


as the court of inquiry is employed 
exclusively for the investigation of 
the conduct of commissioned officers, 
while the general court-martial 
braces investigations of the conduct 
of officers and also the trial of en- 
listed jnen charged with murder 
other crimes, or serious breaches of 
discipline, such as an assault upon an 
officer. 
A summary court, -which 


may be ordered at any time by the 
commanding officer of any ship or 
station, corresponds to the 
court on shore, and deals with ] 
offenses of all kinds of which the en- 
listed men may be guilty.

ment, but as he also is on Admiral 
Schley's list of witnesses, he was con- 
sidered like Lieutenant Commander 
Hodgson and Lieutenant Doyl«, as a 
witness for both sides o£ the contro- 
versy. 


During the war with Spain Captain 


Cook was commander of the flagship 
Brooklyn and also Admiral Schley's 
chief of staff, ' lus occupying the 
same position to Admiral Schley 
that Captain Chadwick occupied to 
Admiral Sampson. 
His appearance 


on the stand, therefore, created con- 
siderable interest, and his testimony 
was listened to attentively.
